REMARKS 

This application has been amended in a manner that is 
believed to place it in condition for allowance at the time of 
the next Official Action. 

In the outstanding Official Action, the Examiner ^ 
declared that the present, application was in condition for 
allowance except for the presence of subject matter drawn to a 
non-elected invention. Accordingly, claims 15-26 and 31-39 have 
been canceled. Applicants respectfully request the rejoinder of 
claims 10 and 11. Claims 10 and 11 are dependent on claim 7. As 
claim 7 has been allowed and is generic to claims 10 and 11, it 
is believed that rejoinder is proper. 

As to house keeping matters, the Examiner's attention 
is respectfully directed to amended claims 5, 11, 12, 14 and 27 
and the changes to the present specification. In comparing the 
claims and specification of the present application with the 
corresponding claims and specification of the international 
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
